Senior Matt Flagg greeted the 
space craft, the Columbia, by saying, 
“Ithas been along wait, but we’re glad 
to finally get to talk to you.” 

Matt had time to ask only one 
question to astronaut Ron Parise: 
“Where are you and what kind of de- 
tail can you see?” 

Parise replied, “Right now, I’m 
down in the mid-deck (of the ship) and 
| can’t look out the window. We hav- 
en’t been able to see much because 
of the cloud cover, but we did see a 
smoking volcano in South Africa.”
